Recreation center may be

The lack of recreational acti- 
vities in the city of Romulus 
was the topic of discussion at a 
meeting of local school and city 
officials last week and the con- 
sensus of opinion was clear. 
Something needs to be done, 
Romulus High School Prin- 
cipal Tom Dolan invited school 
board members and school 
a d m inis tra tors including 
School Superintendent Dr, Wil- 
liam Bedell, as well as city 
council members and Mayor 
B e v e r 1 y M c A n a 1 1 y to h i s 
monthly “Principal's Coffee'* 


last Wednesday in the school 
library. Several members of 
the student council also 
attended. 

And by the sounds of it, 
Romulus officials and resi- 
dents intend to work together to 
solve the recreation problem 
among local youth, 

“Kids just want a place to 
hang out, 11 said Dolan. 

Parents and students offered 
a host of recreational alterna- 
tives. They discussed the possi- 
bility of building a free stand- 
ing recreation center or ex- 
pand existing services. City 
anti, school officials eluded to 
the fact that both may be able 


to compromise on a joint pro- 
ject with neither one accepting 
lull financial responsibility. 

Bedell suggested that a facil- 
ity could be constructing 
through school bonds but the 
school district could not fi- 
nance the operation and 
maintenance costs, 

McAnally said t “There prob- 
ably is money available for 
such a project.” She referred to 
the Wayne County airport 
parking surcharge which the 
city will receive beginning in 
January of next year. 

One parent suggested multi- 
ple centers throughout the 
community. Parents asked stu-

Male dancers to 
be seasonal only 


Jack Gampp, owner of the 
new Silver Bullet Bar at Five 
Points in Romulus, has ada- 
rnandtly denied reports that 
male dancers will be a regular 
feature of his establishment. 
Contrary to prevalent 
rumors that male dancers will 
be a appearing nightly at the 
bar. Gampp said the entertain- 
ment would be an seasonal fea- 
ture only. The bar has operated 
under a Class C license with a 
dance permit since it opened in 
August of 1986. Last week, 
members of the Romulus City 
Council approved the addition 
of an entertainment license for 
the establishment. 

Police Chief Charles Wil- 
moth recommended approval 
of the request pending the 
approval of inspection by the 
city fire and building depart- 
ments. 

Wilmoth noted that the own- 
ers intend to employ male dan- 
cers as entertainers “during 
hunting season only.” 

“1 can see no reason why the 
petitioner's request should not 
be granted,” said Wilmoth in 
letter to City Clerk Linda Cho- 


ate, Choate concurred with the 
approval. 

“We're basically a factory 
bar with a good lunch crowd. 
We offer live entertainment on 
the weekends, normally an old- 
ies band, sometimes with top 
40s,” said Gampp, 

He applied for an entertain- 
ment license so women “who 
are going out anyway,” could 
be entertained “specifically, 
during deer hunting season.”

Raspberry prompts housing plans 


The request of Romulus City 
Councilman Jimmie Raspber- 
ry for the investigation of the 
feasibility of more senior 
citizen housing in the city has 
brought a resounding vote of 
gratitude from several quar- 
ters.

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Father bound for trial 
on corruption charges 

Criminal sexual conduct charges were 
filed against Danny Ray Dunlap, of 
Westland, Friday when he appeared in 
Westland 18th District Court on charges 
of cruelty to children.

Prior to the hearing, Dunlap was 
charged with two counts of criminal sex- 
ual conduct. He is accused of forcing his 
13-year-old daughter to have sexual inter- 
course with him Dee, 19 and forcing his 
5-year-old daughter to perform oral sex 
on him Christmas Day, 

The new charges could carry a life 
sentence. A preliminary hearing on the 
third criminal sexual conduct charge will 
be Feb, 22 in 18th District Court, West- 
land,

Close encounters 

Strange sitings remembered by teacher

Harry Will hus didn’t expect 
a thing* 

It was an ordinary Friday 
and following classes a I Romu- 
lus High School, Willnus played 
a little pick up basketball and 
then stopped at a local pub for 
some refreshment and con- 
versation. 

He had no idea that his life 
would never be quite the same, 

Harry Willnus was about to 
hear a first-hand account of an 
experience he had only read 
and speculated about. It was 
Feb. 8, 1978 when numerous 
area residents began to report 
the sightings of Unidentified 
Flying Objects to local police 
and aviation authorities. 

Ten years later, Willnus re- 
mains fascinated with the pos- 
sibility of space travel, UFOs 
and extra terrest real phenon- 
men a* Last week, Willnus re- 
called the specifies of several 
of the sightings in Romulus for 
his students* 

"I had always been in- 
terested in UFOs. Now, a full- 
blown wave of sightings hap- 
pened right under my nose and 
in my own backyard. I’ll never 
forget that day,” he said enthu- 
siastically. 

He was listening to WJR-AM 
radio personality Warren 
Fierce was answer calls on the 
air from people reporting 
"strange lights in the skies 
around metro Detroit." 

Moments later, according to 
Willnus, Mark Avery, a well- 
known radio personality and 
WJR afternoon disc jockey, 
called in to say he actually en- 
countered a UFO near the free-

way interchange of 1-275 and I- 
94 shortly before 7 p.m. in 
Romulus. Willnus phoned 
home and family members re- 
corded the radio conversation. 

"For probably the first time 
in history,” Willnus said, "two 
radio jockeys discussed a first- 
person close encounter before 
a live radio audience* Avery 
said he was traveling south on 
1-275, when two very bright 
lights came out of the darkened 
sky and headed directly toward 
his car. His first thoughts were 
about a distressed plane mak- 
ing an emergency landing on 
the freeway. He pulled to the 
side of the road and stopped. 
About a dozen other cars fol- 
lowed. What happened next 
amazed both Avery and his 
wife,” explained Willnus. 

"Mark described in great de- 
tail his experiences that night. 
The object was large about the 
size of a commercial airliner. 
It stopped dead in the air and 
hovered above the car for ab- 
out 30 seconds* It then headed 
west toward Willow Run Air- 
port," Willnus said* 


Fierce confirmed that other 
people called to report "lots of 
lights blinking on and off" in 
that area. In a strange twist, 
Willnus said the following Mon- 
day, he overheard two seniors 
"discussing a story they heard 
at Daly’s Drive-In in Romulus 
over the weekend." 

Willnus tracked down the 
source and soon he learned of 
another encounter just two 
days earlier at the Lower 
Huron Metro Fark. He calls the 
episode, "The Fark Ranger 
Case," 

"On this particular clear, 
crisp night, as the park ranger 
completed locking the Hannan 
Road gate, he noticed lights in 
the northwest sky by the pool 
area. At first, he said, he didn't 
give it any thought. But as he 
continued moving toward the 
area, the lights remained sta- 
tionary. When he got his first 
clear view, he was so intent on 
watching this, he backed his 
squad car into a snow bank. 

“Dead ahead about 150 
yards, was a large object 
hovering above a tree. He said 


t b e o b j e c t w a s s o m b r e r o 
shaped and about 25 to 35 feet 
across, !t had multicolored 
lights which oscillated around 
the perimeter of the craft. The 
ranger *said he heard no noise 
from the object," said Willnus, 

The ranger radioed his part- 
ner who arrived in time to wit- 
ness the object "move slowly 
back and forth across the tree 
tops and it suddenly jetted off," 
the ranger told Willnus. 

"The ranger said he felt a 
calm excitement and a kind of 
internal warmth during the en- 
counter," Willnus added. 

These sightings occurred 
shortly after the movie pre- 
miere of Close Encounters of a 
Third Kind Willnus noted. 

"I was so intrigued with this. 
I've been interested in UFOs 
since I was kid. Over the years, 
I’ve since read numerous 
books related to the UFO phe- 
nomenon. f am definitely ac- 
quainted with the subject," he 
said* 

Willnus was working as an 
authorized volunteer investi- 
gator for the Center for UFO 
Studies. The Illinois-based cen- 
ter was run by Dr. J. Allen 
Hyneck, considered the fore- 
most authority on UFO inves- 
tigations at the time. 

He added that two men walk- 
ing near Michigan and Merri- 
man roads reported seeing a 
huge circular object moving 
from east to west at about the 
same time as the 1-275 sighting* 

"I believe Romulus is a hot 
spot for UFO activity. The first 
wave of modern UFO sightings 
occurred in 1947. It makes me 
wonder, what’s here in Romu- 
lus that’s so interesting* It 
doesn’t make sense to me.

Flying saucers aren't an ev- 
eryday occurrance at the Kar- 
kutt farm on western Romulus 
So then they do happen. Kathy 
Karkutt remembers. 

The first time was in 1964. 
"We were driving along 1-94 
near Hannan Road when a 
beam of light shot in front of the 
car. That's when we saw it," 
said Karkutt, a housewife and 
mother of one. She lives on her 
husband's family farm. Ed, her 
husband of 18 years, is a farmer. 
She was in the presence of a 
friend when she witnessed her 
first real "flying saucer*" 

"It was shaped like a large 
cowboy hat with flashing col- 
ored lights. We watched it go 
straight up like a helicopter and 
zip over here and then over 
there lik a jet engine," she said* 
Karkutt talks matter-of- 
factly about her experiences 
with unidentified flying objects. 
She conceded that her friends 


and family are not always the 
staunchest believers, but 
almost always, she has been in 
their presence when she’s seen 
something unusual* 

"A while later, I was with my 
sister-in-law and pregnant with 
my son* She told me to look out 
the window where we saw a 
large object shaped like a bread 
box. This one had lights and was 
a silver or grey. First it moved 
in one direction and then 
another. This one was quiet* 
Fve noticed that you can hear 
the motor or engine of most of 
these flying saucers," Karkutt 
said. 

How does she feel when con- 
fronted with these strange out- 
of-this world objects? "I’m 
scared of course. But what can 
youdo 1 * I’ve called the police de- 
partment and tell them I saw 
some strange lights. What can 
they do?" she said.

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Kiddie tax: Lawmakers’ ‘solution’ not an end to problem

Local lawmakers feel they 
were mislead on their first day 
back in session this year when 
they approved a state law re- 
quiring children to pay taxes. 
Local parents and children are 
equally less than pleased. 

Federal income tax laws 
were revised last year, and 
Michigan legislators found cer- 
tain individuals - such as senior 
citizens, handicapped residents 
and children - were disapprop- 
riately affected. 

Legislation corrected this 
problem for seniors and hand- 
icapped people, but children 
were still being ‘‘unfairly 
taxed/’. according to Michigan 
Senator William Faust. 

ll It was never our intention to 
tax kids and their paper routes. 
Many parents assigned their 
children as co-owners on bank 
accounts to avoid paying cer- 
tain taxes. Federal laws cor-

reeled this situation. And be- 
cause of the nigevhack effect 
by federal tax laws on Michi- 
gan residents, state lawmak- 
ers passed a revised state law 
on their first day back of the 
1988 legislative season, Jan. 20.

And he's right. Many area re- 
sidents followed the situation 
from the beginning. 

“We’re not real thrilled/' 

said Linda Pratt, of Westland, 
president of the Wayne- 
Westland Area Council of PTAs, 

“We have a newly employed 
teenage son. He got his work 
permit after he turned 16 last 
summer. Ho was thrilled to be 
employed until the kiddie tax 


issue came up. Our tax consul- 
tant said that with so much 
commotion about the tax, 
changes are being consi- 
dered," Pratt said.

However, if the 
kids makes $1,501, he must file a 
claim. He will be taxed on the 
entire amount, and the parents 
cannot claim him as an exemp- 
tion/ 1 Owen explained, 

“The Feds have gone too far. 
It's not a good thing when you 
start taxing kids for delivering 
papers and mowing grass/ 1 he 
added. 

“This is a controversial bill/ 1 

said Rep. James Kosteva (D- 
Canton Township), 

“It didn't make any sense to 
tax young people and discour- 
age them from earning wages. 
The issue will be revised this 
year/ 1 he said.

A booming housing market in 
recent years will probably 
bring a ill-fated wind to most 
area homeowners who opted to 
keep - rather than sell — their 
homes. 

U s i ng t h v o v e r a 1 1 Slat e 
Equalized Valuation for re- 
sidential property, Wayne 
County officials said that local 
assessments in most communi- 
ties served by the Associated 
Newspapers will increase. 

“The good news is that home 
values have increased in re* 
cent years/' said George 
MacEaehern, director of taxa- 
tion for Wayne County. “The 
bad news is that with the in- 
crease in (value), a homeowner 
may experience an increase in 
prope r t y asses s m ent . * * 

MacEaehern said that the fi- 
gures his department has man- 
aged to put together show that 
communities (covered by the 
Associated Newspapers) range 
from little change (Wayne), 
where properly values have re- 
in a i n e d stable during the 
years, to 13.2 percent increase 
(Canton Township), where 
property appears to be unst- 
able* 

Property values have in- 
creased in Wayne (2.72 per- 
cent), Inkster (3,12 percent), 
Sumpter Township (3.6 per- 
cent), Romulus (5*6 percent), 
Van Buren Township (6.9 per- 
cent), Westland (7*7 percent), 
Belleville (11 percent) and Can- 
ton Township (13*2 percent). 
Thus, in those communities, 
the total tax bill will also in- 
crease* 

MacEaehern stressed that 
property owners are assessed, 
by state statute, 50 percent of 
the market value - the state 
equalized value (SEV). He said 
that it “is the job of the county 
to inform the local assessors 
when property values are ris-

ing or dropping. ” 

“However, the market has 
rebounded in recent years to 
the early ]9K()s when it has chil- 
led/' MacEaehern said, 

MacEaehern explained that 
equalization is a process in 
which the counties amt the 
state apply factors to local 
assessments. 

“There have been cases - 
and if you recall Dearborn used 
to practice it - where the local 
assessor set artificially low 
valuations to permit residents 
of their community to avoid 
paying what we believed what 
was their share of fair county 
and school taxes.” 

“In order to prevent this,” 
MacEaehern continued, “an 
equalization factor is applied,” 

An equalization factor of 1 
means the local assessor is on 
target. An equalization factor 
of 2 translates into setting 
values at about half the legal 
level 

In the early 1980s, the state 
legislators also enacted a 
“Truth in Taxation” law. The 
law stipulates that any in- 
crease in assessment on real 
property would not increase 
the taxes on that property be- 
cause millage would automata 
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cally be rolled back to cancel 
any tax increase, unless the 
city, township of school board 
voted to accept the increased 
tax. 

Local communities will have 
to notify the electorate what 
their plans are. If local govern- 
ment officials believe that 50- 
percent assessment makes 
property taxes too high, they 
may roll back their millage 
rate to reduce taxes. 

But, traditionally, that has 
not happened in the area. 

What if you 
don’t agree? 

What if you don't agree with 
your city or township evaluation 
of your property assessment? 
Historically, property owners 
usually complain to their local 
tax board of review about in- 
creases, and, traditionally, 
members of the board meet in 
March to air those complaints. 

The local board of review' is 
the suggested route a home or 
parcel owner should take, Bui if 
he is going to appeal he should 
be armed with ample docu- 
mentation and proof of why he 
considers his property has been 


over-assessed, 

Appeals are usually made by 
appointment. However, there 
are cases where residents have 
staged mini-revolts to grab the 
ears of the reviewers. 

Each individual homeowner 
should, if he or she hasn't by 
now, receive a notice stating 
what the assessed value of the 
parcel is in time to appeal the 
assessment to the hoard of re- 
view. 

Once the resident reviews the 
assessment, which is usually 
half the market value, he may 
agree or not agree with the 
assessor's conclusion, 

I f you feel that the local board 
of review is not receptive to 
your appeal you have the option 
of carrying his complaint to the 
state Bureau of Taxation* 

Call your local city or 
township hall to learn when the 
local board of review' hearing 
will be.

Triple-bunking in jails decision still due

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara and Sher- 
iff Robert Ficano announced 
the addition of 470 beds to the 
Wayne County Jail Feb. 8, 

Ficano believes the addition 
is an “important step in elimi- 
nating the overcrowding at the 
jail,” 

“We cannot afford to let this 
situation and the early release 
of prisoners continue,” said 
Ficano. 

McNamara expects ground 
breaking by summer and com- 
pletion of all cells by the fall of 
1989. The total cost of the pro- 
ject* according to McNamara, 
will be less than $8 million 

“I am hopeful the commis- 
sion will act expeditiously in 
approving this contract,” said 
McNamara* “We have got to 
stop the release of prisoners 
from our jails.” 

Sims-Varner, a well-known 
Detroit architectural firm, has 
been selected to design the 
facility. 

The jail expansion plan was 
originally announced last Octo- 
ber as part of an effort to re- 


solve pending litigation in 
Wayne County Circuit Court re- 
lating to the shortage of jail 
space and the lack of prisoner 
recreation. 

Ficano believes another 
“step” in eliminating the lack 
of jail space is the approval of 
triple bunking. 

Ficano filed a petition Jan. 14 
in Wayne County Circuit Court, 
asking Circuit Court Judge 
Richard Kaufman to review 
the possibility of triple bunk- 
ing. Ficano asked Kaufman to 
consider adding a third bunk to 
cells in the Andrew C. Baird 
Detention Center in Detroit, 

Kaufman has requested 
from Ficano the exact number 
of beds he feels is needed and 
will make a decision March 15, 
according to Ficano* 

“I have discussed the feasi- 


bility (of triple bunking) with 
county officials, and we all 
agree "that additional jail space 
is of the highest priority in 
1988,” he said. 

State Rep. Justine Barns (D- 
Westland) recently introduced 
House Bill 224, which is 
approved, would allow multi- 
ple bunking of inmates in a 65- 
square-foot area. The bill also 
states that inmates be provided 
unrestricted access to a day 
area for 14 hours per and that 
this area contain 20 additional 
square feet per inmate. 

“We want to increase the 
percentage (of two people per 
cell) from 90 percent to 95 per- 
cent, and we want to add up to 
four people per cell,” said 
Barns, “At this point, I don't 
know when it will betaken up,” 

Barns said there might be a 


possibility of separating the 
bill into two parts. 

“We would like both parts 
approved,” she said. “ But if we 
don't get the multiple bunking 
we would at least like the 5- 
percent increase*” 

Jail cells at the Wayne Coun- 
ty Jail were originally built for 
one inmate. Is placing three in- 
mates into a space designed for 
one considered inhumane? 

“ICs a common sense ques- 
tion,” said Barns. “You can 
only crowd so much into a 
space* And I see this as a big 
problem, but I would like to see 
it tried for two years and see 
how it works, 

1 We have to get the criminals 
off the street. It may be a little 
crowded, but it's a lot better 
than puttting them back on the 
street.”

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AIDS education is 
needed in schools 

It was once thought that tho three “it’s" were all that was 
needed to provide our children with the skills necessary to enter 
"the real world.” Today, sadly, we have no choice hut to add 
AIDS instruction to that list of "the basics.” 

Area-school officials this month have heeded a directive from 
state lawmakers by implementing AIDS (Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome) education in the junior and high school 
curriculum. The facts about the disease will be incorporated 
into the sex education and health classes at most schools, and 
larental permission will be required for all students to partici- 
pate. 

We urge parents to support the AIDS education and also 
reinforce the grave details of the killer disease at home. 

The AIDS syndrome is not a simple one - nor is it one that we 
as a nation can continue to ignore and leaveun-addressed.The 
facts remain that as of May 1987. 340 cases had been reported in 
Michigan, 207 of those cases resulting in death By 1991 , doctors 
predict that Michigan residents will have been victimized by up 
to 3.600 cases of AlDs - and 2,340 deaths. 

That is far too many lives to ignore. 

Area school officials report that their focus in AIDS educa- 
tion will be on the chemical reaction of the AIDS virus on the 
system and how the disease is spread and can be prevented. 
Obviously, our students will be exposed to the uncensored facts 
about the disease- with terms like promiscuity, contraceptives 
and abstinence a vital part of the working vocabularies of the 
educators. In addition, students will be taught to disband the 
myths about the disease and understand the seriousness of it. 

Unfortunately, there is no easier or more gentle way to teach 
our children how to avoid the possibility of acquiring the dis- 
ease. It is far too dangerous an issue to sidestep the facts. 

As in all issues dealing with sex education, there will be those 
who staunchly oppose AIDS education in the classroom and 
sternly object to their child’s participation in the program. For 
these parents, we urge a parental preview of all topics to be 
discussed - a preview school officials say can be arranged with 
a simple phone call to a school principal. Parents should be up 
front with themselves and learn the grim realities of the AIDS 
epidemic. After viewing the facts, we believe, no parent will 
want to keep what is now basic, needed knowledge from his or 
her child. 

The facts about the AIDS virus are clearly written on the 
blackboards of every community in America. It is now up to the 
parents, educators and residents of those communities to 
spread the facts in an up-front and honest manner. 

In the long run, it may be our own child's Life we will save. 


Business has answers 

Robert Card, owner of three McDonald’s restaurants in Can- 
ton and Van Buren townships, has been providing the answer to 
the ongoing national minimum- wage battle - maybe without 
even knowing it. 

Card has been advertising entry-level job openings at his 
local eateries, jobs which pay $4 per hour - 55 cents more than 
the national $3.35 minimum wage. The business owner cited a 
stable economy and building boom in the areas his restaurants 
are located as reasons for offering more money to his workers. 
With a stable economy and fewer workers than jobs in the 
business world, business owners will be forced to offer more 
money, Card said -or they will find themselves with jobs to fill 
and no one to fill them. 

Card, we believe, has defined, in simple terms, the theory of 
supply and demand in business - a theory that makes unneces- 
sary any government intervention in the minimum-wage 
battle. 

Federal lawmakers have been at odds for several years on 
whether the national minimum wage should be increased. 
Proponents of the idea suggest a three-step increase at 50 cent 
intervals, leading up to their $4.85 minimum-wage goal. 

Opponents of the idea contend that the minimum wage - 
which has been $3.35 per hour since 1981 - should be untouched. 
These people feel the pay rate of our employees will vary 
proportionately with the stability of the economy and willing- 
ness of employers to have quality employees on their side. 

We believe both sides in the debate should take a step back 
from the front lines and lake a look at people like Bob Card. 
Even without knowing it, Card has a simple solution to what 
some people have made a very complex dilemma.

You are what you eat, so the saying 
goes.

The building of strong teeth, jaw 
bones, and gums begins at conception. 
Careful attention to nutrition and 
prenatal care while you're pregnant will 
reflect favorably on your baby. 

Of course, there are uncontrollable 
factors such as heredity which may 
influence the development of teeth, but 
nutrition is something we can control. It 
can make a significant difference. 

CALCIUM IS IMPORTANT 

A major building block for teeth and 
bones is calcium. Dairy products such 
as milk or cheese are excellent sources 
of calcium. For those who can’t drink 
milk or are allergic to dairy products, 
calcium supplements are available in 
tablet form. 

The recommended amount is 1,000 
milligrams of calcium per day, which 
equals three to four eight-ounce glasses 
of either skim or whole milk. Yogurt, 


ice cream, and eggs are good sources of 
calcium as well. If cholesterol is a 
concern, eat only egg whites. 

VITAMIN C FOR STRONG GUMS 

Another important building block for 
the development and maintenance of 
healthy gums in your unborn child is 
Vitamin C Orange, grapefruit, tomato, 
cranberry juice, and vegetables such as 
broccoli are some of the best sources of 
this vitamin. It's essential in building 
and maintaining gum tissue and 
connective tissue. 

FLUORIDE PREVENTS CAV ITIES 

Fluoride is still another vital part of 
prenatal dental care. Most drinking 
water in this area contains fluoride, but 
you have to drink six to eight glasses a 
day to benefit from it. You can take 
multiple vitamins with fluoride for 
additional protection. One tablet of .5 
milligrams of fluoride is the maximum 
su ppkmenL 

If you drink water without fluoride, 
which could include bottled or well 
water, you will need one milligram (two 
tablets per day).

If the Eagles of Romulus 
ever get off the ground, they 
may be able to salvage the bas- 
ketball season and their Class 
A district crown. 

Floundering with a dismal 2- 
11 overall and a 0-6 South Cen- 
tral Conference record, the 
two-time district champs have 
not put it together, according to 
Coach Dan Henry. 

“We play in spurts,” Henry 
said after the Eagles were clip- 
ped by an unheralded Wyan- 
dotte, 69-56, last week. “We led 
them (Wyandotte) most of the 
first half, then came out cold as 
the weather outside in the third 
period and they stopped us.” 


Henry said that he felt his 
team had a good shot at win- 
ning the district title, “if we 
can find a sparkplug to get this 
team moving. We have the 
potential, believe me we do.” 

The Romulus coach pointed 
to the recent upset by Ypsilanti 
of Wayne Memorial. Wayne 
has been leading the Wolverine 
‘A' Conference most of the year 
and at one time was ranked 
among the top five in the Metro 
West area. 

“We gave Ypsi a good scare 
before we lost to them,” said 
Henry, “and, although compa- 
rative scores really don't mean 
much, it does however give us 
an indication that we could 
play well in our district.” 

Romulus, Wayne, and the 


Taylor high schools - Truman 
and Center - are pitted in the 
district playoffs to be staged at 
Wayne early in March. 

In the meantime, the Eagles 
have to figure out a way to snap 
out of their doldrums. Like 
most local and area teams 
Romulus was forced to cancel 
last Friday’s scheduled confer- 
ence game against Ann Arbor 
Huron because of the snow- 
storm. That game has been res- 
cheduled for Feb. 22 at Huron. 

Jay Erickson came alive in 
the final eight minutes and ex- 
ploded for 15 of his game-high 
32 points to lift Wyandotte over 
Romulus. The senior forward 
pumped in 10 field goals and 
canned 12 of 15 free throws for 
individual scoring honors. 


Until Erickson's last quarter 
heroics, Romulus appeared 
well on its way to victory. The 
Eagles took a slim 13-11 first 
period lead, increased the mar-

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'Big spenders' covet the high-ticket items

E ven as the stock market 
hit "rock bottom” last 
year, local consumers - 
also dubbed "big spen- 
ders” - were out in full force. 

In fact, they are always out in 
such a fashion, according to Gilbert 
Sinnaeve, vice president and treasur- 
er of SS and H Financial Advisors, 
Birmingham. 

Sinnaeve said since the market 
crash, car sales have increased, and 
consumers continue to buy big-ticket 
items from retailers. 

"There's been no indication that 
the stock market crash had any in- 


fluence on the buying patterns of 
people, 11 Sinnaeve said "At this 
point, it appears there has been a 
minor impact. It takes a tittle while 
to determine if it will have any im- 
pact on the consumers.” 

Local merchants agree that some 
consumers buy a product strictly for 
a status symbol - thus the term "big 
spender” - while others buy products 
for business or personal use. 

Mark Naszradi* sales manager at 
Don Massey Cadillac, Plymouth, said 
the average price people are paying 
for his automobiles are $24,000. 

"Anyone ranging from a blue- 
collar worker to business owners" 
buy Cadillacs, he said. 

The nameplate is a true quality,

luxury automobile. It is second to 
none. People like to associate with 
the best," Naszradi said. “We don’t 
really get people coming in to shop - 
they come in to buy.” 

The reasons for buying an expen- 
sive automobile are varied, Naszradi 
said, Sometimes, he said, the reason 
is peer pressure. 

"They buy them because their 
neighbors and friends have one,” 
Naszradi explained. “But a lot of 
businessmen and traveling salesmen 
like to have an expensive car.” 

Along with an expensive auto- 
mobile comes a car telephone. Car 
phones range in price from SI 200 to 
about $2, 4(H), according to local mer- 
chants. 

But the big spenders don’t settle 
only for large automobiles and car 
phones. 

Joe Garcia, a salesman at Walter's 
Home Appliance, Canton Township, 
said many people are spending "big 
money” on large-screen televisions, 
camcorders, VCRs and other equip- 
ment. But, he said, the location of 
the appliance store has a major im- 
pact on the sales. 

"The area has a lot to do with 
sales. In some areas (or cities K peo- 
ple will spend the money as freely as 
they gel it. The people will not shop 
They will just buy it,” Garcia said. 

Many people will purchase expen- 
sive items for a status symbol or “to 
be one of the first guys on the street 


to have one,” he continued. 

"They will buy the big-screen TVs 
and not only one VCR - but three or 
four. 1 don’t know why that is,” Gar- 
da said. 

Between 2fK> and 250 large-screen 
televisions are purchased each year 
at Walter’s. Prices range from $1,500 
to $5,000. 

Larry Christoff, owner of Onyx 
Furs, Plymouth, said fur coats are 
also very popular items for the "big 
spenders.” Many people buy furs 
"simply to stay warm instead of for 
show,” Christoff said. 

Furs are priced between SHOO and 
$8,000, according to Christoff . 

"Now, buying a fur is in fashion. 

IPs something where people can hold 
their head up high. IPs not so much 
anymore where people will buy a fur 
to be the first on the block to have 
one,” Christoff said. 

Robert Girard, jewelry department 
manager at Leo’s Jewelers, Wayne, 
said buying expensive jewelry is 
sometimes a reward for a person. He 
said diamond jewelry is very popular 
- as always. 

"IPs a reward sometimes for a 
person (to buy expensive jewelry). It 
could also be a status symbol to 
show people they have made it,” 
Girard said. 

People of all social classes buy 
jewelry ranging from $5 .OCX) to $13,000 
at the Wayne store. Girard 
explained. ■

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Financial planning means 
thinking before spending

F inancial planning and 
budgeting money aren't 
terms exclusive to the 
business world, according 
to Robert Beeny, owner of Financial 
Planning Services. Wayne, Those 
words belong in the household, as 
well, he said. 

As saving money is the biggest 
concern of his clients, Beeny has one 
key phrase of advice stop using 
cnxlit cards, 

“People have to team to control 
credit cards. If you can t control 
them, don't get them/' Beeny said. 

Gilbert Sinnaeve, vice president 
and treasurer of SS and il, Birming- 
ham, said how individuals save 
money depends on how they were 
brought up. He also said the person 
must be willing to cooperate with 
saving money; 

“The degree they are willing to 
cooperate depends on how much they 
will save. It depends on the way they 
were brought up. You have to get 
into a good habit and determine your 
expenses to see where you’re at/’ 
Sinnaeve said. 

For proper planning, Beeny said, 
consumers must learn how to spend 
money and how to save it. 


Sinnaeve said there are several 
ways to save money. Money can be 
deposited into a savings account, an 
IRA (Individual Retirement 
Account}* stocks or time deposits. 

But, he warned, the safer the invest- 
ment, the lower the return 

But financial planning doesn't end 
with a yeardo-year budget. Margaret 
Ingham, manager at the Cadillac 
Memorial Gardens West, in West- 
land, said consumers should also de- 
velop a financial plan for after their 
death. 

Ingham said many people do not 
realize the expenses involved in 
funerals. The average funeral costs 
about $5,000. 

it is most important that a family 
plan the costs first to avoid the emo- 
tional strain. Many people tend to 
spend more money on the person 
when il comes suddenly/' Ingham 
said, it's a great advantage to pre- 
arrange the funeral/ 

The main factor in planning funer- 
als. Ingham said, is the cost in- 
volved. A Time magazine study in 
1970, she continued, showed that, by 
the year 2000. a funeral will cost 
$10,887. Tli e magazine report also 
predicted that funeral prices will in- 
crease with inflation - about 8 per- 
cent each year ■

Tax reform makes filing a challenge

tax reform ael of 11*86 
is confusion, accord- 
ing to tax consultants 
who are dealing with the new 
laws for the first time this tax 
season. 

Gilbert Sinnaeve, vice presi- 
dent and treasurer of SS and H, 
Birmingham, said lax filers 


should prepare in advance before 
completing their returns this 
season. 

’ Mentally prepare yourself for 
taxes Dec 31. Mentally guess 
whether you will get a refund or 
not, ' Sinnaeve said. 

Work on the tax return should 
be started as soon as possible, 
Sinnaeve said. 

And why the changes in the tax 
laws at the federal level? Sin- 


naeve said it was both a political 
and social decision. 

“The purpose of the tax change 
was suppose to simplify the 
taxes. It was to make the indi- 
viduals spend more. This makes 
the economy and the politicians 
look good," Sinnaeve said, “They 
have affected people's desires to 
save or spend. They are trying to 
get people to stop buying on 
credit. B

After paying the lax bill to a local aty. the tax monies are divided by officials 
there and distributed to the proper taxing entities school districts county 
government, parks and hospital authorities and intermediate school districts. 

Bond sales 

Government bodies sell bonds to borrow money If the government body 
needs money, it sells bonds io large banks, insurance companies, financial 
institutions and citizens Whoever buys the bonds develops a repayment plan 
lor the government body and charges interest. There are two kinds ot bonds - 
general obligation bonds (also know as full-faith and credit bonds). General 
obligation bonds are issued with the assumption that rf the government entity 
cannot repay the borrowed monies, then rt has the nght to levy extra taxes to

Holmes said the city is currently 
still developing, with a prospective 
“economic boom on the way/' 

“We think the city has some very 
prominent spots for developing. We 
have over 900 lots in Inkster avail- 
able to build on/* Holmes said. "We 
are still somewhat in the develop- 
mental stage. The city is talking with 
Wayne County and is willing to try in 
any way to make a boom occur." 

Economic plans for the city, 
according to Holmes, include the con- 
tinuing construction of the Town 
Square project (located at the comer 
of Inkster Road and Michigan Ave- 


nue), a look at various lots in the city 
for developmental purposes and the 
possible construction of a golf course 
on Middlebelt Road, north of Michi- 
gan Avenue. 

“There has been talk of building 
a golf course. If that materializes, 
then other developers would come 
in to build It would be great econo- 
mically for the city. I think there 
will be a big economic boom in In- 
kster in the next couple of years,” 
Holmes explained. 

And although Holmes foresees an 
economic boom for Inkster, he also

said the city may bo facing a budget 
problem for fiscal year 19KH-89, 

“We will possibly be facing a de- 
ficit for fiscal I9»F89. I can't really 
put a dollar figure on it It could be 
due to labor costs and increased ex- 
penditures in the city." 

R omulus - with 36 square 
miles of land and an ex- 
pansion of the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport 
looming - is in very healthy economic 
condition, according to Romulus 
Mayor Beverly Me Anally. 

The mayor said the city has much 


available space for new building to 
go along with the many new 
businesses already locating in the 
city. 

"Romulus is 60 percent underde- 
veloped. Businesses are rising very 
consistently," McAnally said. 

Two major reasons Romulus has a 
more promising future than ever be 
fore are the airport and 1-275 corn 
dor which cuts through the city, 
McAnally said. Officials from many 
new developments have cited the two 
Romulus attributes as reasons for 
their interest in the Downriver city of 
almost 30,000 people, 

** Enormous plans are being const 


dcred around the airport, ranging 
from conference centers, industrial 
centers and research and design 
types of things," McAnally ex 
plained. 

One such plan included the build- 
ing of a $7 million motel complex 
The Travelodgc Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport Motel opened Dec. 7 

The motel features 140 rooms, 
free shuttle service, three meeting 
rooms able to accommodate meet- 
ings from five to loo people and a 
small retail center containing five re- 
tail stores and a restaurant 

Another plan includes a renovation 
project for the Holiday Inn at Hie air- 
port. 

McAnally said it is important i hat 
economic conditions improve in 
Romulus in both the commercial and 
industrial aspects. 

An additional IkmisI to the city will 
occur in 1969 when Romulus begins 
receiving 20 percent of a surcharge 
on parking within a five-mile radius 
of the airport. McAnally said this will 
bring about $460,000 to the city each 
year. 

As for the city budget, it is ba- 
lanced, according to McAnally. De- 
spite losing more than $1 million in 
federal revenue sharing funds last 
year, city officials have not had to in- 
crease taxes. The mayor was also 
proud of the fact that less than 10 
mills allowed by city charter are cur- 
rently being levied. 

“We have had a comfortable fund 
balance and have been able to con- 
tinue our services We have funded

an expanding police department 
Another well-funded system in 
Romulus, according to McAnally, is 
the city schools. However, the 
schools cto pose a few problems for 
development.

rates of school districts in the state. 


he Belleville- Van Buren 
Town ship-Su m pter 
Township area is also the 
site of an economic boom- 
let, according to municipal officials 
there. From strip shopping malls, in- 
dustrial parks and apartment com- 
plexes, residents in the area have 


miles of land and a population of ab- 
out 3,700, Belleville is in sound econo- 
mic shape and is the future site of a 
variety of industrial activities, 
according to Belleville Mayor Glenn 
Silvenis. 

Silvenis said there are economic 
plans for Belleville that include fill- 
ing vacant buildings with new 
businesses, remodeling current 
businesses in the city downtown 
area, a restoration of streets and 
sidewalks to an acceptable level and 
new' investment in commercial busi- 
ness, 

“We have the Economic Develop- 
ment Committee and the Downtown 
Development Authority trying to en- 
tice new businesses into the indust- 
rial parks and downtown/’ Silvenis 
said. 

Belleville City Manager Robert 
Herron said the downtown could 
stand some future improvement. 

But, he said, the downtown region is 
definitely not a declining business 
district, 

“It is definitely on the upswing. 
The downtown is trying to improve 
the business district, and the small 
commercial areas are improving,” 
Herron said. 

Belleville Lake, in Van Buren 
Township, is also a budding haven of 
economic activity. Plans for the area 
include a lakefront pier develop- 
ment project. 

A 120-acre industrial complex de- 
velopment is planned in Belleville. 

And with the better economic pic- 
ture of the community, the local 
school district (Van Buren Public 
Schools) should also benefit, Silvenis 
said, 

The schools are excellent. It is a 
well-run school system. It realizes 
the importance of a quality educa- 


tion," the mayor said, “They are for- 
tunate to have quality students along 
with parents who care about the 
education / 3 

In the community, Silvenis said 
there is a combination of white- and 
blue-collar workers. In addition, the 
area is home to both lifelong resi- 
dents and a good supply of newcom- 
ers, Because of this, the Belleville 
area has the perfect “mix,” Silvenis 
said. 

“People want to chip in to the 
community. I consider it a close city. 
We want to keep it safe, and we want 


like it. The most important thing 
though is that the money we have 
must be well-spent. We don't have 
the luxuries of having a large 
budget/' Silvenis continued. 


ayne is the most sound 
city in western Wayne 
County, according to 
Wayne Mayor Patrick 

Norton. 

And a new $340 million Ford Motor 
Co. stamping plant - where a “new 
era” Escort model will be assembled 
- being constructed in the city of ab- 
out 20,000 residents might just pro- 
vide the proof to that statement. 
Wayne is growing industrially as

well as commercially, the mayor 
said. A new need for retail 
businesses is the result of the new 
economic boom for the city, and the 
failure rate of stores already located 
there is minimal 

John Zech, assistant city manager 
and director of economic develop- 
ment, said there has been much 
activity in the land purchasing and 
development departments. Finally, 
Zech said, the financial picture of the 
city seems brighter. 

“Residentiary, we're working on 
the development of a condominium 
complex in Wayne. We bought nine 
acres of land from Wayne County for 
this purpose. We will begin building 
them in the spring,” Zech said. 

In addition, a low, per-acre price of 
industrial land, replacement of a 
bridge on John Hix Road, widening 
of Michigan Avenue to four Janes on 
each side and construction activity at 
the Venoy Road and Michigan Ave- 
nue intersection are all signs of bet- 
ter days down the road, Zech ex- 
plained. 

With new business and industry 
come new jobs. Norton said about 
300 new jobs will be created when 
the Ford stamping plant is operation- 
al in spring of 1989. The new jobs, he 
said, will be another boost to the city 
unemployment rate, which currently 
is 4 or 5 percent, well below the 10.5 
percent Michigan average. 

R etail development is the 
watchword in Westland - 
but economic development 
is on the way, as well, 
according to Tim Schroeder, West- 
land economic development 
director, 

Schroeder said the economy in 
Westland is “doing pretty well” as a 
result of industrial building and the 
expansion of smaller companies in 
the city. 

“Lately, we’ve had a lot of com- 
panies interested in the city. There 


are a number of small companies 
looking at building 10,000- and 
15, 000-square-foot buildings/' 
Schroeder said. “Spring will be a 
very good time for us. Some com- 
panies that have been in the com- 
munity for years are attempting to 
expand their services/ 3 

Despite the promise of a better 
economy, the city budget wUl be slim 
for the moment, according to Mike 
Gorman, finance director. 

“We can expect some decrease in 
state revenue shares, and we don't 


see any large increase in other re- 
venues / 3 Gorman said. 

Gorman explained that the West- 
land budget has a very small fund 
balance, especially for a city of such 
a large size - 80,000 residents, mak- 
ing it the 10th largest city in the 
state. 

The budget was at the break-even 
point for the current fiscal year, Gor- 
man said Of those monies, 70 per- 
cent are used for payroll. 

“We are very service-oriented. The 
other 30 percent of the budget goes 
for repairs, service, maintenance 
and supplies/ 7 Gorman said. 

And despite the budget blues, 
Schroeder said he is optimistic of 
better days ahead. 

“There are a lot of questions 
whether we will be entering a reces- 
sion or if the stock market will go 
down. That is a cause for concern,” 
Schroeder said. “At the local level, 
wc are not seeing the bad effects. 
Over the last year and one-half, we 
have seen budding around the cen- 
tral building district,” 

Economic plans for Westland, 
according to Schroeder, include mak- 
ing public infrastructure improve- 
ments to spur new development. 
These include the paving and wide- 
ning of roads, performing under- 
ground utility work and developing a 
marketing study of the Eloise proper- 
ty, located at Michigan Avenue and 
Merriman Road. 

The land has been declared a piece 
of property to watch m days ahead, 
Schroeder said. Officials from an 
automobile company already have 
expressed interest in the property 

Other economic hotspots in the city 
are the Westland Center retail busi- 
ness area and the four industrial 
parks - three of which make up the 
“Golden Corridor/’ 

The Golden Corridor according to 
officials, is the land located near the 


L275 region. Ninety-nine acres in 
size, the corridor was formed by the 
first two of the four industrial parks 
in the city and is the site of an “eco- 
nomic explosion,” according to city 
brochures. 

In 1987, a 200-acre industrial pro- 
ject near Ford Road and the CSX 
Transportation railroad system 
added strength to the already power 
ful corridor region.

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Economists cautious about state forecast

S cheduled plant closings 

will hold down the Michi- 
gan employment growth 
rate during the next two 
years and make a contribution to- 
ward keeping unemployment above 
the national average. But personal 
incomes will continue to increase. 
University of Michigan economists 
predicted in November at the 35th 
annual Conference on the Economic 
Outlook. 

The outlook for automobile sales 
appears favorable for 1988 and 1989 
in the report by Joan P. Crary, 
George A Fulton. Saul H. Hymans 
and Donald R. Grimes, 

‘ Auto sales are weak in the cur- 
rent quarter, following the incentive- 
induced sales pace of August and 
September, and auto production is 
down nationwide in an attempt to 
avoid an accumulation of undesired 
inventories,’ the economists noted 
“This weakness is compounded in 
Michigan, with some automotive 
facilities scheduled to be closed tins 
quarter as well. 

"In the first few months of 1988, 
auto sales are forecast to begin to re- 
bound. The largest single quarter of 
scheduled plant closings, however, 
falls in the first quarter of 1988. pro- 
ducing a net decline in manufactur- 
ing employment in that quarter By 
the spring of 1988. the worst is over. 


Stronger v ehicle sales and more 
modest job losses due to plant clos- 
ings produce a return to modest em- 
ployment growth in the state." 

The U-M Michigan forecast show's 
wage and salary employment growth 
of only three- tenths of 1 percent for 
1988, due to the concentration of 
plant closings, followed by an in- 
crease of 1.3 percent for 1989. Manu- 
facturing employment declines by 3 
percent, while private non manufac- 
turing employment slows from 3.4 
percent for 1987 to 1.3 percent for 


1988. 

The unemployment rate will in- 
crease from an average of H,2 per- 
cent for 1987 to 9.1 percent for 1988 
and remain at ihut level for 1989. 

The U-M economists forecast 
steadily increasing growth in person- 
al income for the next two years, in- 
creasing from 3.2 percent for 1987 to 
5.4 percent for 1989. 

"This may seem surprising, given 
our forecast of employment growth," 
they said "It should be remembered, 
however, that many people who 


directly lose their jobs in 1988 will be 
eligible for supplemental - and tax- 
able - income maintenance pay- 
ments, which we have included in 
personal income," 

lineal inflation will accelerate dur- 
ing the forecast period. Consumer 
prices, as measured by the Detroit 
Consumer Price Index, increase by 
4.2 percent for 1988 and 5.5 percent 
for 1989, reflecting rising import 
prices as the exchange value of the 
dollar continues to decline. 

The economists predict that 1 he 
state economy, having recovered by 
1986 all the jobs lost during the reces- 
sion, will gain 100,000 jobs in the 
three years from 1986 to 1989. This 
leaves employment levels at about 
100,000 jobs higher than the pre- 
recession peak. 

The U-M economists also said that 
state tax revenues will be affected by 
two unresolved issues the so-called 
state tax “windfall” resulting when 
the federal "Fax Reform Act of 1986 
u defined the concept of adjusted 
gross income and the debate about 
taxes paid by insurance companies. 

The forecast calls for a decline of 
$43 million ri 4 percent) in state in- 
come tax revenues for fiscal 1988 due 
to weaker growth in the state eco- 
nomy and smaller capital gains tax 
payments, followed by a $186 million 
(6.4 percent) increase for fiscal 1989.B
